Salable  cattle  receipts  at  the  12  markets 
totaled  211,000  compared  with  240,000  the  pre- 
vious week  and  210,000  a  year  earlier.     A  re- 
duction of  feeder  cattle  marketings  accounted 
for  most  of  the  decrease  from  a  week  earlier  as 
receipts  of  slaughter  steers  continued  fairly 
liberal.     Choice  and  Prime  slaughter  steers  sold 
steady  to  500  higher  at  most  midwest  markets, 
other  grades  steady,   instances  500  lower.     Slaugh- 
ter heifers  were  steady  to  500  higher.     Slaughter 
cows  and  bulls  were  steady  to  500  lower.     Feeder 
cattle  and  calves  sold  steady  to  weak,   instances 
500  lower.     Barrows  and  gilts  declined  25-750 
over  most  of  the  Corn  Belt  with  sows  mostly  25- 
500  lower.     Slaughter  lambs  were  steady  to  500 
higher,   ewes  steady,   feeder  lambs  steady  to  500 
higher. 

SLAUGHTER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  -  Choice  and 
Prime  slaughter  steers  sold  steady  to  500  higher 
at  most  midwest  markets  as  comparable  grade  steer 
carcasses  sold  5O0-$1.OO  higher  at  leading  whole- 
sale meat  centers.     Standard  and  Good  steers 
sold  steady,   instances  500  lower.     Bulk  of  the 
steer  supply  graded  Good  to  average-Choice.     The 
average  weight  of  slaughter  steers  continued  much 
lighter  than  this  time  last  year.     The  average 
weight  of  steers  sold  out  of  first  hands  at  the 
7  markets  was  1128?  compared  with  1123?  the  pre- 
vious week  and  1161?  a  year  ago.     The  heifer 
price  trend  was  rather  uniformly  steady  to  500 
higher  as  heifer  receipts  decreased,  the  15  per- 
cent heifers  in  Chicago  was  smallest  since  July 
last  year.     Cows  were  unevenly  steady  to  500 
lower.     Bulls  sold  steady  to  500  lower,  vealers 
steady  to  $1.00  lower  at  St.  Louis  and  St.  Paul.

FEEDER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  -  Marketings  of 
feeder  cattle  and  calves  at  terminal  markets 
were  somewhat  smaller  than  last  week's  moderate 
receipts.     However,  numbers  generally  proved 
adequate  for  the  currently  restricted  demand  and 
trading  at  best  was  only  moderately  active  at 
steady  to  easier  prices,   instances  additionally 
500  lower  following  the  declines  of  the  previous 
week.     Although  there  was  some  moderation  from 
very  severe  winter  weather,  muddy  farmlots  and 


feedlots  or  snow  and  ice  left  in  the  wake  of 
the  storms  earlier  this  month  still  presented 
difficulties  in  feeding  and  handling  cattle. 
Such  conditions  influenced  many  prospective 
feeder  buyers  to  postpone  efforts  to  secure 
feedlot  replacements  until  a  time  when  weather 
conditions  were  more  favorable.

25-500  off.     Mixed  No.   1-3,  200-270?  barrows 
and  gilts  predominated   in  the  receipts.     Sows 
comprised  8     percent  of  the  8-market  supply. 
Although  supplies  were  liberal  at  mid-week, 
receipts  for  the  week  at  the  12  markets  were 
2  percent  below  the  previous  week  but23  percent 
above  the  corresponding  week  a  year  ago.

BOSTON   WOOL  MARKET  REVIEW 
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Supplies  of  greasy  domestic  worsted  wools 
in  the  Boston  market  were  limited.  Demand 
continued  good  for  medium  grade  combing  length 
wools.  About  three  cars  of  wool  sold  at  firm 
prices. 

Activity  in  the  domestic  primary  markets 
was  slow.  Only  small  lots  of  Texas  wools  sold 
for  scouring  purposes. 

Midweek  cables  from  Australia  showed  quo- 
tations on  fine  wools  one  to  two  pence  higher 
while  prices  on  comeback  wools  were  weak. 
Japan,  the  Continent  and  Bradford  were   the 
principal  operators.  Competition  in  South 
Africa  was  animated  with  the  United  States  and 
the  Continent  active.  Prices  were  fully  steady, 
At  Napier,  New  Zealand,  Eastern  Europe  and  the 
United  States  were  the  principal  operators, 
with  Bradford  abstaining.  Prices  were  about 
one  penny  stronger.  There  was  limited  trading 
in  Montevideo  with  prices  one  cent  higher  in 
some  instances  while  a  little  Buenos  Aires 
carpet  type  wools  sold  for  shipment  to  the 
United  States  at  firm  prices. 

Fleece  Wools  -  Graded  56/58s  baby  combing 
fleece  wools  sold  at  §1.00  clean  basis.  Greasy 
medium  grade  fleece  lambs  brought  800  while  a 
small  quantity  of  graded  low  quarter-blood 
staple  fleece  wool  moved  at  $1.00  clean  basis. 

Territory  Wools  -  Activity  in  the  terri- 
tory States  was  very  slow.  It  is  expected 
shearing  will  commence  in  Arizona  in  approxi- 
mately one  week  to  ten  days. 

Texas  Wools  -  Trading  was  rather  slow. 

Mohair  -  Sales  of  mohair  were  limited. 

Foreign  Wools  -  Greasy  12  months  South 
African  64/70s  good  topmaking  fleeces  sold  for 
shipment  around  §1.31  and  64s  at  about  §1.30 
clean  basis,  duty  paid,  while  Buenos  Aires 
November  2nd  clips  for  combing  use  sold  for 
shipment  around  70-710  clean  fibers  present. 
Cabled  reports  at  week^s  end  follow  with  comb- 
ing wools  converted  to  clean  U.  S.  oil-combed 
yields  and  short  wools  to  scouring  yields,  in 
bond.

LESS  THAN  CAHLOT  MEAT  TRADE  REVIEW 

EASTERN  SEABOARD  -  Steer  beef   sold  50<# 
lower  at  Washington  and  mostly  steady  at  other 
markets.      Cow  beef  was   steady  to  50c!  lower,    veal 
and  calf   steady   to  weak.     Lamb  prices  were   steady 
to  $1.00  lower,    the  decline  mainly  on  carcasses 
weighing  above   50#.     Pork  loins   sold   steady   to 
$3.00  lower.     Fresh  skinned  hams  and  spareribs 
were  steady  to  $1.00  higher,    with  Boston  butts 
steady  to  $2.00  lower. 

Prices  were  steady  for  Choice  and  Prime 
kosher  dressed  steer  forequarters,   while  lamb 
sold  fully  $1.00  lower.      The   trend  was   steady  to 
strong  for  kosher  veal  and  calf  foresaddles. 

Receipts  of  all  classes  were  normal  at  the 
several  markets  and  ample   to   slightly  excessive 
with  some  carry-over  in  most   areas  for  the  first 
time   in  several  weeks.      Trading  was  moderately 
active   through  midweek  under  a  fair  demand. 
However,    slowness  developed  thereafter,   with 
outlet  generally  poor  on  closing  sessions. 
Demand  for  veal,    calf  and  lamb  was  only  fair. 
Pork  met  good  demand  at  Baltimore,   but  at  other 
points,    outlet  was  only  fair.

Only  a  small  volume  of  veal  was  on  the 
market  but  beef,   lamb  and  fresh  pork  was   in 
normal   supply.

Carcass  beef  trade  improved  over  the  pre- 
vious week  and  ruled  moderately  active.     Rounds 
moved  at  a  brisk  pace  at  higher  rates,   however 
movement  on  arm  and   squarecut  chucks   was     slow 
and  prices  declined  fully  $2.00.

Summary 

Red  meat  production  is  declining  seasonally  but  will  continue  above  year-earlier 
levels  in  the  first  quarter  of  1962.  Fed  cattle  and  hog  prices  will  probably  continue 
close  to  or  a  little  below  a  year  earlier;  lambs  will  probably  average  above  early 
1961  prices. 

Meat  animal  prices  held  up  well  during  the  fall  season  of  heavy  marketings,  in- 
dicating a  strong  demand  for  meat.  Mid-December  1961  prices  to  farmers  for  cattle  and 
calves  were  above  December  1960,  but  hogs,  sheep,  and  lambs  were  down  from  a  year 
earlier. 

Last  fall's  pig  crop  was  42.7  million  head,  4  percent  more  than  the  1960  fall 
crop.  The  spring  crop  was  up  7  percent,  resulting  in  a  total  pig  crop  last  year  of 
93.2  million  head,  5  percent  more  than  in  1960.  More  sows  farrowed  pigs  in  each  crop 
and  more  pigs  were  saved  per  litter  to  account  for  the  gain. 

Farmers  reported  intentions  as  of  December  1  to  have  3  percent  more  sows  farrow 
spring  pigs  this  year  than  last.  A  relatively  greater  increase  was  planned  for  early 
farrowings — December-February.  Most  of  the  gain  will  occur  in  the  Corn  Belt  and  the 
South  Atlantic  States.   This  small  increase  in  the  1962  spring  pig  crop  likely  will 
result  in  prices  in  the  last  half  of  1962  only  a  little  below  1961  prices. 

Hog  slaughter  will  continue  to  decline  seasonally  in  early  winter.  Prices  will 
probably  strengthen  although  they  will  likely  continue  below  a  year  earlier  throughout 
the  first  quarter  of  1962. 

Cattle  slaughter  held  above  year-earlier  levels  during  the  fall,  boosting  com- 
mercial slaughter  for  1961  about  2  percent  above  1960.  This  gain  was  less  than  in- 
creases in  the  calf  crop  and  imports,  and  as  a  result,  cattle  numbers  on  farms  rose. 
The  January  1  count  is  expected  to  show  98.5-99  million  head — 1.5-2.0  percent  above 
the  January  1,  1961,  inventory. 

Fed  cattle  prices  rose  slowly  but  rather  steadily  during  the  last  half  of  1961 
about  offsetting  declines  in  some  other  classes,  notably  lower  grade  cows.  The  aver- 
age price  to  farmers  for  beef  cattle  in  December  was  $20.50,  a  little  above  the  level 
of  the  previous  4  months  and  30  cents  above  December  1960. 

Prospects  are  for  fed  cattle  prices  to  be  stable  to  slightly  lower  during  the  ear- 
ly months  of  1962  with  marketings  expected  to  continue  above  a  year  earlier.  Cow  slaugh- 
ter will  likely  continue  below  a  year  earlier  and  prices  will  probably  be  relatively 
stable  this  winter. 

The  number  of  sheep  and  lambs  on  farms  and  ranches  was  reduced  during  1961  for 
the  second  year  in  a  row.  Commercial  slaughter  last  year  totaled  about  8  percent 
above  a  year  earlier.  This  gain  persisted  throughout  most  of  the  year,  indicating 
a  larger  proportion  of  the  1961  lamb  crop  was  marketed  last  year  than  in  1960. 

This  high  rate  of  lamb  slaughter  and  a  likely  reduction  in  sheep  and  lamb  feed- 
ing points  toward  a  price  rise  early  in  1962.  The  number  of  sheep  and  lambs  on  feed 
in  7  major  feeding  States  on  November  1  was  6  percent  less  than  November  1960. 

The  average  price  to  farmers  for  lambs  in  December  was  $15.50  per  100  pounds, 
down  60  cents  from  a  year  earlier  but  up  from  the  postwar  low  of  $15.10  in  November. 
Mature  sheep  sold  at  an  average  of  $5.37  per  100  pounds,  up  from  the  summer  low  and 
18  cents  below  a  year  earlier. 

An  adequate  supply  of  feed  will  be  available  to  the  livestock  industry  in  1962. 
Total  feed  grain  production  was  down  10  percent  but  oilseed  output  was  up  sharply. 
Prospects  for  winter  pastures  are  generally  favorable  and  roughage  supplies  are 
plentiful  except  in  part  of  the  Northern  Plains. 

Red  meat  production  in  1961  was  large  enough,  together  with  imports,  to  provide 
about  161  pounds  per  consumer.  The  outlook  for  1962  is  for  supplies  per  person  near 
this  level.  Average  retail  prices  late  in  1961  were  below  those  a  year  earlier  for 
pork  and  lamb  and  close  to  year-earlier  levels  for  beef.  Supplies  of  beef  and  pork 
at  retail  will  be  liberal  during  the  early  months  this  year  and  prices  are  expected 
to  hold  close  to  present  levels.  Lamb  prices  are  expected  to  increase  this  winter 
and  by  spring  may  be  above  those  of  last  spring.
